WILLIAMS’ EXAMINATION, 


The adjourned preliminary examination in 
ithe case of Rance Williams, charged with 
ithe murder of George Steve, was continued 
on Tuesday afternoon at the police barracks, 
Edmonton, before J. A. McDougall, J.P., 
N. D. Beck appearing for the crown and A. 
Prince for the prisoner. 

' A.C. Brabant, sworn, sa‘d, I knew George 
Steve aboat 4 months before he came here. 
Rgmember his leaving fer Cown the river in 
o Ile borrowed a tent from me. It was 

a wall tent 8xi0 made of 10 ounce duck, it 

was made to fasten at the door with a large 

hook and eye, there were eyelets or :iogs 
around the wall. The ropes were tightened 
by round wooden sticks with holes in each 
end. The evelets and sticks produced are 
similar to those on the tent. When borrow- 
ing the tent Steve was going mining, and 
was to pay roe S) in gold, on his return in 
fall of °92, for the use of the tent. I have 

t seen him since and have never heard of 
his being heard of. Did not know Williams. 
The ouly thieg belonging to Steve that I 
might recoguize would be a grey flannel 
silt. 

Examined by Mr. Prince. Steve asked 
me ior the tent two days before he left, he 
had not sufficient money to buy one. He 
had $30 in cash made up of two $10 bills one 

He took the 
tent with him the day he left. I did not 

s-e him after. There were five wooden pins 

on eagh side of the tent. 

Examined hy Mr. Beck. I recognize the 
p vote as that of George Steve and consider 
it a good likeness.

Remember see- 
ing prisoner in fall 92 at Fort Saskatche- 
wan, he got on my Waggon near Johnson’s 
hotel or Ross & Forbes’ at Fort Saskatche- 
win about 3 or4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
I was on my way to Edmonton, the prisoner 
asked fora rideup. I got here about 9 
o'clock. On the way up the prisoner said 
his wife lived at Wetaskiwin, and that he 
had come from down the river, near Fort 
Saskaichewan where he had been mining 
for abont two weeks. He said that he had 
done well. Prisoner showed me quite a lot 
of gold, about $20 probably. He did not 
me ke any reference to anyone having been 
wi-hom. Said he did not stay down the 
river bemg afraid of the bears and wolves 
coming around his tent at night. Prisoner 
come on as far as Norris & Carey’s store 
where he sold some golf; he got about $20 
in cush for it. He came down to Joe Kelly’s 
stale, that is the last I saw of him till the 
othr day in the barracks. I did not know 
Steve. 

John F. Forbes, sworn. I was clerking 
for some time for Norris & Carey. Saw the 
prisoner with James Grahame, he came to 
the store in the fall of 92 about the begin- 
ning of October. I bought gold from him 
and paid him $21 and somecents,he still had 
some gold left, he said he had been mining 
dow the river and had done well. I saw 
him again the following spring, he said 
he ‘was going down the river again 

‘to nine near the same place. 

Joha Collins, sworn. I know the dump 
box preduced, saw it first at Hickory be 
about 15 miles below Fort Saskatchewan on 
the south side of the river, at the time two 
men Were using it mining, they were Mar- 
tin Auderson and Mick Ford. Martin And- 
erson sold it to me afterwards, .but the same 
season. Do not know where he is now. 
The box was taken from me by the N. W. 
M. I. about 3 miles below Fort Saskatche- 
wan. 

Pierre Ferguson sworn. (gave his evi- 
dence through 8. Larue, also sworn, ) I re- 
member seeing the prisoner the first week 
in September ‘92 on the river below Fort 
Saskatchewan about 19 or 20 miles on the 
south side at Dandy bar. Iwas coming up 
the river in a boat with George Bourke and 
Josepli Royer. Do not know where Bourke 
is. Royer is at Fort Saskatchewan. We 
stoppel onthe bar, saw Williams and an- 
ether man, his partner, washing gold. 
Willians was coming down from the camp 
to the bar, we stayed there about three 
quarters otf an hour. We were not near 
them, but George Bourke, went and spoke 
to them. Would recognize the man work- 
ing with Williams if I saw him. Cannot 
remember the date. The photograph in 
court is hke the man I saw on the bar with 
the prisoner. Next saw the prisoner last 
Saturday. Never saw partner again. 

By Mr. Prince. I was on the bar about 
15 yards from the prisoner and his partnev. 
Never saw the men before that time. Did 
not speak to either of them. I recognize 
the pho'ograph as that of Williams’ partner 
by the features and the hair on his face, he 
was not shaved, his beard was about half an 
inch long. I swear it is that of the same 
man. 

A. E. Ping swore. Knew George Steve 
and the prisoner, my father gave evidence 
the other day. Was working in September 
‘92 on the bar below Walter's. Saw them 
loading their scow before starting down 
the river. Do not remember the date ex- 
actly, Knew both men pretty well, we 
were working on the same bar, talked to 
them both daily. George appeared to hay 
a good lot of money, two or three times 
bought butter and eggs from my father. 

. He seemed to have e pretty well up the 
river. I think he did pretty well on this 
bar also. Never saw Steve again. Do not 
think Williams had any money, as he was 
not very well dressed and had offered to 
work for his board. “Do not know if they 

. had a tent. George let Sexsmith have his 
share of their tent when he left the latter 
he had a sheet cover like a cover. 
Recognize the photo as that of George Steve 
it has just his appearance when he was dress. 
- ed up. 
A. H. Williams sworn, Am father of the 
is accused. Since I came to the country have 
Vb ge lived near Wetaskiwin, 
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Saskatchewan and had been working with 
one (reorge Steve, had done pretty well 
and made good wages sometimes as high as 
$2.50 a day. Said he had worked ever since 
he had been down the river. I was at 
I. lmonton the day after my sonleft. The 
coazlusion from that was that he must have 
ben down the river about two or three 
\ 2eks before he got home to Wetaskiwin. 
}'y son said he had left Steve down the 

er and did not know where he weat. 
Tat Steve wanted to go te Gold Island but 
t- at he (my son) did not want to go so far 
{vom home. My son brought home, I think 
aout $12 in money and no gold that I know 
o« Did not know that Steve was being 
advertised for. Neither did my soa, to my 
knowledge, know it. The first time I knew 
of it was the day they cameafter my son, 
who was not at home when arrested, in fact 
I did not know what it was for, thought he 
was wanted as a witness. Did not know 
till next morning what he was arrested for. 
Did not see my son after his arrest. He 
had an open face silver watch when he came 
home. The one produced looks like the 
watch. I believe itis the same. He told 
me that he had given a man down the river, 
where he was working, a piece of gold for it 
When my son returned he had no new 
clothes. He appeared to have the same 
clothes as when he left, but looking 
shabby. Had a coat on, a kind of light one, 
the same he went away with, an old patch- 
ed one. Had not seen any clothes other 
than those I had seen before he left. He 
teok a bundle of clothes when he left. Could 
not say what they were. Before he left 
home he had a second suit of clothes, but 
cannot say the color, am sure he had more 
than one suit of clothes. He brought a rifie 
back which he said he had bought, think 
he said he paid $18 for it. Did not 
bring a tent.

By Mr. Prince. When I came to Edmon- 
ton I brought another son ( now in court ) 
to work with Rance. He wanted to come 
up soI drove him up with the buggy. Do 
not live with my son. In the summer of ’92 
anc the following winter we were living to- 
gether and did so until last summer. I have 
two other sons and four girls. Always 
found the prisoner steady when with me. He 
was a good worker when he had work to do, 
Did not notice any difference in his manner 
after his return. Rance went mining with 
his brother and others in ‘93. Of the party 
only knew his brother and wife, Mr. Harr- 
ington and his wife. 


H. W. Williams sworn. Am a brother 
of the accused. Remember my brother go- 
ing ‘miniug in August or September 792. 
Cannot remember thedate for certain, He re- 
turned home in two or three weeks, on his 
return said he had mined with George Steve 
and ‘had done pretty good. He brought 
back ahout $12, alsoa watch. The watch 
in court looks like it. Did not handle it, 
only looked at it. Think the glass, on the 
watch he had, was cracked. Had no ring 
that I know of. Do not know what cloth- 
ing he took with him. Appeared to have 
the same on his return as he had when he 
left. It was a working suit, coat, trousers 
and shirt. Did not bring any other suit 
with him. He brought home a small fine 
stone. Had no gold. Never spoke of hav- 
ing any trouble with Steve. Said that 
Steve was going down the river and wanted 
him to go. with him. Did not say who he 
was going with. The accused mentioned 
that Steve looked like a pariner, G. Deane, 
I once had in the States, when I was. work- 
ing oa a farm in Minnesota, near Grand 
Forks. the nearest post office was Euclid. 
The photo produced looks like the same 
man Deane, he had a squint eye the same as 
in the photo. I worked with Deane in the 
summer of 92. I came to the’ country on 
the 4th July and worked with Deane a 
month or two before coming here. I got in- 
to some trouble in the States when working 
with Deane. The man I was working for 
Mr. Fargo went off to town one day leaving 
myself and Deane together, after Fargo had 
been away awhile Deane broke into the 
house, at least the lock in the door was 
broken. Dean escaped, I was arrested for 
breaking into the house, but was released. 
This happened in May or June. Am satis- 
fied the photo in court looks like Deane. 
Did no: know Steve was being advertised 
for. Rance never referred to him. 

By Mr. Prince. I went down the river 
last summer in July or August with Mr. 
Harrington and wife, my brother and his 
wife, Shannahan, John and Jim Martin and 
two others called Bob and Arthur. We 
started 'from here intending to prospect 
along ths river. My brother said he had 
camped ‘he year before at the same place we 
camped. Did not notice any fireplaces ex- 
cept those made by us. Did not find any- 
thing pa;ticular except a hole, or a sinking 
in the grpund, which had been dug at the 
corner of the camp in which a bear had been 
put. Tk» hole was first found by Harring- 
ton’s dogi; it began to dig at the hole. We 
worked ajd found a bear's skull. We pulled 
out the two hig teeth, one of which my 
brother's wife has and the other was taken 
by Shannahan. Our fireplace was just at 
one end o* the hole. We stayed there two 
or three weeks. 

By Mr. Beck. Rance mentioned this as 
the place where he had been before. There 
was a small shelter made of spruce bark 
sufficient for one man to sleep ia.

THE APOUX CASE. 

The Buiter has received from Leuis 
Apoux, father of the boy Henri Saul Apoux, 
who died last week at the police barracks, 
Edmonton, a letter of complaint against 
the magistrates before whom the deceased 
was brought ona charge of vagrancy, and 
by them committed to police custody, 
While everyone must regret the occurence 
of this melancholy event which has given 
rise to the grief and complaint of Mr. Apoux 
and while all can understand and sympathize 
with his feelings in the matter, it cannot be 
of service to either himself or the public 
that a wrong impression should be created 
as tothe circumstances attending the un- 
fortunate youth’s arrest, as might be by the 
—— of his letter. If a wrong at law 
as been committed, by any of those in 
authority, or if the limitations of the stat- 
utes have been overstepped, there is a 
remedy at law provided to meet the case. 
But so far as the Butzerix has been able 
satisfy itself by careful enquiry the action of 
the magistrates was prompted by an honest 
desire to do the best that could be done for 
the unfortunate boy under the circumstances 
in which he was brought before them. The 
tather aad son arrived from France about 
two months ago, and being in poor circum- 
stances were anxious to procure work. This 
they seemed unable to do. At last the father 
decided to go down the river to mine. The 
boy who was very large of his age and look- 
ed healthy, was not fit to accom ny his 
father down the river. While loo ing for 
work the father had arranged with T. Mil- 
lette of the Commercial hotel, South Ed- 
monton, to board him fora week for $3.00 
which was paid. On leaving town the father 
placed the son with Rev. Father Fouquet, of 
StJoachim’s mission, with instructions tolet 
him return to the hotel in case he should de- 
sire todo so.
